such citizen or inhabitant, or shall commit any crime, offence

or misdemeanor whatever, recognized by the lawa of this
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State as a crime, offence or misdemeanor, he or they shall be
subject to the existing laws of this State, and shall be pun-
ished accordingly; Provided, These laws shall not extend to
crimes committed by one Indian againat the person or prop-
erty of another Indian, except in the case of murder.
